Therefore his property was advertised 
for salé. In this extremity he ap- 
pealed to HAYES, SHERMAN, et al. for 
help. He went to Washington and 
was buffeted about, snubbed, and out- 
rageously 
treated in many 
ways 
Finally S H E R M A N offered him $100, 
which he declined, as it would not 
have paid the expense of his trip to 
Washington 
HAYES, of course, did 
not offer a cent. Finally, after "plead 
ing and begging" for seventy-five days 
he succeeded, through the assistance 
Of Judge S H E L L A B A R G E R , in worming 
$1,750 outof the administration il'hich 
was applied on the judgment, and the 
Bile of his property has been postpon

Henry J. Bogers, the constructor of 
the first telegraph line, that ran be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington, 
died at his residence to-day, aged 
sixty-nine.

When it became known that one of the 
richest California bankers had left the Pa- 
cific coast and transferred his base of op- 
erations to the New York Stock Exchange,

It seems that the income o 
this establishment lately fell short o 
its expenses in the sum of $1,000, no 
a very large amount considering the 
wealth of' the congregation, where- 
upon the vestry proposed to shelveDr 
Morton. They did not ask him to re 
sign, but to become rector emeritus 
and allow them to elect some one else 
Tfho could compete "with the activit} 
going on. in other parishes," and pre 
vent the '/loss of pewholders." While 
negotiations were, being had between 
the rector-.and vestry, a paper 'was pre 
pared and very numerously signed bj 
members of the congregation request- 
ing Dr. Morton to disregard the action 
of the vestry, which he; finally deter- 
mined to do. The latest movement in 
the matter, BO far as we are informed 
has been the resignation of the vestry 
arid the election - of a new-one. 
We 


gather these facts from a. pamphlet 
which reaches .us from Philadelphia 
from some unknown source^ 


Here is a case about which there 


can be,-WQ:;thint, but one opinion. 
An honorable, useful and long service 
demands something more frem his 
parishioners than the creation .of that 
new monstrosity, an emeritus rector- 
ship—the pensioning off a man who is 
every inch a gentleman with deliber- 
ate intention of putting some one else 
in his place, who shall carry- on the 
par- 


ish, after some new methods or at least 
after;methods which shail:difler from 
those heretofore . tried. Besides the 
possibility of paying any such deficit 
as'that-reported; there is, yet another 
way of giving the parish new life, 
if itjueeds it, and that is by a liberal 
support to an assistant. We suppose 
t would not be any more difficult to 
3nd an assistant with right of succes- 
sion—than.it would he te revive the 
old fashioned , "associate rector." If 
iie object" be to get rid of a faithful 
servant of the church, and "whistle 
iiin down the wind" in his old age;

•Our Episcopal readers—and eyery 
Episcopal: In the .city I reads the, 
SENTiNEir^wiU lie interested to learn 
that other pari^œ tban-Trinity have 
internal dissensions and that even the 
religious newspapers see. fit to ventil- 
ate them. The following article from 
the Standard, an Episcopal weekly 
journal printed in New York, the ed- 
itor being the Rev. W. T. Webb, 
father of the Episcopal rector at Ev- 
ansville, will undoubtedly be read 
with interest : 


A P H I L A D E L P H I A 
V E S T E Y .

The uncertain tenure by which the 
clergy retain their parishes receives 
another illustration in Pennsylvania. 
The Rev. Dr. Morton has been for 
many years the rector of St. James's 
Church, Philadelphia, and has occu- 
pied deservedly a foremost place in 
thé diocese. 
Some years ago the 
vestry 
pulled 
down 
their 
old 
"house of worship/' "moved up town," 
and built a new and expensive 
church. It seems that the income of 
this establishment lately fell short of 
its expenses in the sum of $1,000, not 
a very lai^e amount considering the 
wealth of the congregation, where- 
upon the vestry proposed to shelve Dr. 
Morton. They did not ask him to re- 
sign, but to become rector emeritus, 
and allow them to elect some one else 
who could compete "with the activity 
going on in other parishes," and pre- 
vent the "loss of pewholders." While 
negotiations were being had between 
the rector and vestry, a paper was pre- 
pared and very numerously signed by 
members of the congregation request- 
ing Dr. Morton to disregard the action 
of the vestry, which he finally deter- 
mined to do. The latest movement in 
the matter, so far as we are informed, 
has been the resignation of the vestry 
and the election of a new one. We 
gather these facts from a pamphlet 
which reaches us from Philadelphia 
from some unknown source. 


Here is a case about which there 
can be, we think, but one opinion. 
An honorable, useful and long service 
demands something more from his 
parishioners than the creation of that 
new monstrosity, an emeritus rector- 
ship—the pensioning off a man who is 
every inch a gentleman with deliber- 
ate intention of putting some one else 
in his place who shall carry on the par- 
ish after some new methods or at least 
after methods which shall differ from 
those heretofore tried. Besides the 
possibility of paying any such deficit 
as that reported, there is yet another 
way of giving the parish new life, 
if it needs it, and that is by a liberal 
support to an assistant. We suppose 
it would not be any more diflScult to 
find an assistant with right of succes- 
sion—than it would be te revive the 
old f a s h i o n e d 
"associate 
rector." 
I f 
t h e o b j e c t b e t o g e t rid of a 
f a i t h f u l 
s e r v a n t of t h e c h u r c h , 
a n d 
" w h i s t l e 
h i m d o w n t h e w i n d " i n h i s o l d age ; 
o n e scarcely w o n d e r s if y o u n g m e n of 
promise and rank no longer 
seek the 
minktry. 


The Standard also contains the fol- 
lowing, which shows that 
secular 
newspapers are not the only ones 
which "go off" without full informa- 
tion, and the Standard is a paper of 
high art morals, too : 


The Rev. C. C. Tate has resigned 
the rectorship of Trinity Church, Fort 
Wayne, and contemplates a return to 
England, whether with the animus re- 
vertendi we are not informed. This 
adds another to the list of very im- 
portant parishes that are without a 
rector.

BAD BOYS. 


Fort Wayne oVeiTttfi1 


The Course That Should Be 


i Pursued Towards Them.

It . xoay look 
rather merciless to see a number, of 
yonng boys sent to the penitentiary, 
while older criminals rxre at large; yet 
it is a well known fact ihat all crim- 
inals were boys at one time and prob- 
ably learned their iniquity in their 
youtfc Sneafe-fihieves are the worst 
class of thieves, in' tfse country, and 
lx>ys are even, worse i&an men, as 
they will prowl around and Hot be 
molested where older persons would 
most probably be arrested on suspicion 
or at any rate be most closely watched. 
'It is therefore eminently proper that 
they should receive just punishmetft 
for their crimes; but the SENTINEL 
would advocate the house of correc- 
tion instead of the penitentiary as 
being the proper place for them— a 
place where their. surroundings would 
be more pleasant and where the boys 
would goon learn that they were there 
as much formoral improvement as for 
punishment. A great many bad hoys 
are bad solely for want of proper 
training, and by a little leniency 
shown them in that direction, good 
men and respectable members or so- 
ciety might be made out of boys who 
"go to the bad" by being sent to the 
penitentiary and forever living under 
the stigma imposed by the convict's 
brand.

The 
body was exhumed January 21st, and 
Dr. Teal, one of the attending physi 
clans, delivered the suspected stom- 
ach into the hands of Prof. Dreyer, of 
this city, for analysis. Poison was 
found in the stomach, and a warrant 
was accordingly issued for the arrest 
of Dyer, but he had already got wind 
of the matter and skipped out. It is 
supposed that the motive of the pois- 
oning was to secure possession of a 
piece of property valued at about 
$2,000, which would revert to the sur- 
vivor. 
The sherifl^ of Noble county 
has been on the still hunt for Dyer 
ever since, and had agents in Kansas 
looking him up, as it was sup{)osed he 
gone 
there. 
A few days ago the 
sheriff received some 
information 
which gave him good 
reason to be- 
lieve that Dyer was at LaCrosse, Wis. 
A little investigation 
proved that 
such was the case and he accordingly, 
on Monday, caused his arrest by the 
authorities at that point. He had 
been travelling under the assumed 
name of Chas. Case, and had been 
there but a short time. Sheriff Wil- 
liams obtained a^ requisition and went 
after Dyer and will probably return 
to-morrow evening,

BAD BOYS. 


Fort Wayne Ovei*nitf WM 
Gamins. 


The Course That Should B e 
Pursued T o w a r d s Them. 


Yesterday was afforded another in- 
stance of the growing prevalence of 
crime among the young boys of our 
city, who, in larger cities, are termed 
"gamiiis." 


The instance referred to is the bind- 
ing over of young Lal>ake for steal- 
ibg a hat from Kiser s atore^ 


YoungLaDiike was heard to explain 
to a number of companions how he 
came in ^^sisioii df the hat, and ad- 
vised the boys' to make a raise in the 
same way. 
H e was]| of course, arrest- 
ed and will probably reCeiVe the pun- 
ishment due him. Only a fevv- days 
ago, young Dills went over the road 
for a similar offense. It may look 
rather merciless to see a number of 
young boys sent to the penitentiary, 
while older criminals are at large; yet 
it is a well known fact that all crim- 
inals were boys at one time and prob- 
ably learned their iniquity in their 
youth. Sneak-thieves are the worst 
class of thievies in ffie country, and 
feoys are even worse tifan men, as 
they will prowl around and not be 
molested where older persons would 
most probably be arrested on suspicion 
or at any rate be most closely watched. 
It is therefore eminently proj^r that 
they should receive just punishment 
for their crimes; but the SENTINEL, 
would advocate the house of correc- 
tion instead of the penitentiary as 
being the proper place for them—i, 
place where their surroundings would 
be more pleasant and where the boys 
would soon learn that they were there 
as much for moral improvement as for 
punishment. A great many bad boys 
are bad solely for want of proper 
training, and by a little leniency 
shown them in that direction, good 
men and respectable members of so- 
ciety might TO made out of boys who 
"go to the bad" by being sent to the 
penitentiary and forever living under 
the stigma imposed by the convict's 
brand.

This aftemooa a SENTINKL »eporte* 
observed Deputy Frank Falke* riioet- 
ing down Calhoun street and arownd 
the comer of West Washington street 
at a rate of speed which showed that 
he was in a hurry about sometbiag;

Al- 
though the patient recovered far 
enough to confess that he had taken 
one and a half grains of strychnine,

time for the purpose of committing 
suicide. He took the dose and it was 
a successful deal, for apparently suf- 
fering no pain, h« died at five before 
2 o'clock.
